Had Senate Rule of Reason Allowing
Dellberate Dincussions Mot Existed

Whashington, Jan., 27, — [Special.] —
The reformers who would abolish the
gennte should, before earrying out thelr
pluns, stop, look and listen. In the
flvst place, they could not do i, but
that is 1 mere bagatelle to renl reform-
ers, and, in the second and third and
on to the tenth, they would not abollsl
the sennte when they knew nll about
it and the fact that Its dellberative
manner und luek of eloture have been
a good thing for the people.

Nearly every reformer who first en-
ters the sennte declnres the lack of
cloture, by which any mensure can be
bronght to u vote as in the houee, most
nbsurd. Mighty few men who have ltept
thelr intellects Intact have remuained for
@ term of six years without comlng to
the conelugion that lack of cloture and
the power of n minority to defeat legis-
Intion 18 the best safegunrd the nation
possesses.  Much bad leglalation, much
injustice, would be enacted if the same
impetuous and {11 considersd methods
adopted in the house prevalled In the
sennte

Rule of Reason.

Some ten yenrs ago, when there was
o great hue and ery about hazing at
the Military and Naval academies, the
house rushed a measure throngh which
wns so drustie, so ilmmature, so 111 con-
sldered, that it would have practieally
¢losed up the Institutions, In the clos-
ing hours of one sesslon the sennte dis-
cussed It reasoned about it, suggested
wodifleations and Anally sent It back
to the house n snne measure,

Doubitful  Immigration leglslntion
would hnve been passed without this
rule of renson in the senate. And,
upon the whole, It may be just as well
to keep the senate for a time, even if
the reformers seem to think it stands
in the way of advancement.

The Point of View,

You ean't divorce locality from
stutesmnnship.  Durlng the discussion
of the army bill there several times

grose the subject of the present Incon-
grous condition of the army on account
of Its scattered stations and lack of
tactieal instruction., But in every dls
cussion the mntter of locnlity cropped
out. For instunce, Anthony of Kansns
insisted that it would be more econorl-
cal for the urmy to he centered in some
point nearly midway between the
ovenns, where it could be transported
quickly in elther direction to meet any
elergency.

to the inaoguration. This year they
are to be shut out en account of the
cost of trunsportation.

WAITERS' STRIKE GOLLAPSES.

Lack of Public S8ympathy and Police
Clubs Causes of Failure,

New York, Jan. 27.—The general
strike of the hotel workers, which was
promoted and nursed by the agltators
of the big Bill Haywood organization,
the Todustrial Workers of the World,
has collnpsed. The strike leaders ad-
mitted that the fightlng spirlt had
oosed out of their followers and that
within twenty-four hours walters and
rooks and others would be scrambling
for thelr old jobs.

The organizers sent by the Industrinl
Workers of the World to show the ho-
tel workers how to flght according to
the tneties of Haywood and Ettor were
the first to admit defeat. Patrick Quin.
lan, the general organizer, and Miss
Ellgnbeth Gurley Flynn, the principal
speechmaker, were hard at work try-
lug to convince the leaders of the In-
ternational Hotel Workers' union that
e who fights and runs away can lve
to fight another day.

Less astute perhaps than the profes-
slonals of the Industrial Workers of
the World, the lenders of the Hotel
Workers' unfon were struggling at the
executive committee meeting to pro-
long the strike, but they were told
frankly by the Industrial Workers of
the World strntegists that the battle
was lost and that terms had better be
made ns quickly as possible. There
were 4 number of enuses for the fail-
ure of the strike. Among them were
nn nbsence of publle sympathy, the
lukewarm attitude of T6 per cent of the
unfon walters satisfied with their pay
nnd the discovery of the strikers that
the police were not afrald to use their
clubs,

less work last night for the police and
the private guards by whom most of
the hotels and restaurants were heny-
lly guarded

Shamokin, Pa, Jan. 27.—-Fred San-
ders of this clty was admltted to the
Medico-Chilrurgical hospital in Phila-
delphin for trentment for o nervous
cowdition whleh canses him to yelp Hke
n dog. The orign of the condition
intes back twenty-seven years, when
sSanders, who Is now thirty-four yeurs
old, was struck on the head by n base-
ball bat,

While physiclans were exnmining
Sanders and learuing the history of the
the sounds from the patlent,
which resembled the bark of 1 dog ns
near human sounds can, conld be heard
plainly in the office and corridors of
the hospltal. Sanders hns been plnced
In a room apart from the public wards,

Actompunying these sounds 18
twitching of muscles and limbs affect.
Ing the putlent from his head to hls
feet, In the convulslons, which at
times ocenr at intervals of every few
soconds, Banders draws back his arm
ns though to strike something with hig
fist. Other times he ridses o leg in the
motion of kKleking,

These motions, physiclans who have
investigated the unusuul case here for
u score of years say, are reminders of
the days when Sanders drove mules
In the mines. They were noticeable
In slght twitchings the day nfter Ban-
ders was hit by the bat, A few yenrs
later the wotlons became go violent
and pronounced and his yelps and
hurks 8o loud thnt he couldn't drive
mules without frightening them, and
he lost hils position in the mines,

When Banders was ten years old he
uttended a baseball game at Ashland.
Jack Btlvetts of Adhland, who after-
ward attaloed n natlonal reputation as
pitcher for the Boston team, was just
beginning to develop the skill which
made him one of the greatest pltehers
of his dny.

Stivetts, a glant in stature, was ot
bat, The boy Sanders stood near the
home plnte,  The bat slipped from
Stivetts’ hands as he swung at a piteh-
o bnll, and the end of It struck Ban-
ders In the forehend.

On the day following the aceldent
the boy showad no marked signs of his
lujury except a slight twitching of the
mnscles of his face, caused more by
fright than by the blow from the bat,
physicians say, Shortly wfterward he
began 1o yelp ke n dog,

STRIKE TIES UP WIRE PLANT.

Skilled Workers Join Laborers Qut at
Rankin, Pa.

Plttaburgh, Jan, 27.—The skllled men
in the rod mill and the laborers In the
fonce department ot the American
Steel nmd Wire company’s plant at
Rankin, across the Monongahela from
the Homestend works, joined the strike
of the laborers In the nail mill, which
has been on for two days,

The strikers number about 450, and a
total of 1,600 are idle. The plant ls
the second largest of the Ameriean
Steel and Wire company’'s plants,

After the giilled men walked out the
gtrikers formed a cordon around the
works and stopped the men on the
pther turn as they went to work. The
pleketers were re-enforced by a hun-
dred armed laborers. A score of shots
were fired during encounters, but no
one was wounded.

AMERIOAN PEACHES AND
APPLES IN ENGLAND.

Engleh folka are shy of buying
peaches, which they have learned to
look upon as a luxury, That this is
£0 Ia not to be wondered at in view
of the high prices that the home-
grown fruit commands. Hothouse
peaches, for example, fetch at retail
as much as 38.60 to $§6 a dozen, nnd
even the outdoor fruit costs about
$1.50 per dozen. On the other hand
consignments from the State of
Washington sold at retail in  the
London market lately for 60 cents a
dozen, while Colorado peaches could
be bought at retail for as little as
three cents aplece.

American apples have found a
market in England, where people
ask for them as a matter of course.
There seems no reason, therefore,
why the imported peach should not
become equally popular, as the en-
joyment of the fruit will thus be
made possible to those who find the
home-grown product [beyond their
means. Its advent also would be
welcomed in hotels and restaurants
in the preparation of dishes in which
the fruit forms part. Another effect
would be to prolong the peach sea-
gon. At present the fall market de-
pends largely on the outdoor [ruit,
the supply of which Ils made doubt-
ful by the uncertainty of the climate,
American growers, accordingly, ses

prospects of a good market In Eng-
land mnow that people there begin

to realize the comparative cheapness
of the imported peach.—Harper's
